Grounds belonging to each ſuch Owner and Proprietor reſpectively doth now 
bear in the Quantity of all the Lands and Grounds lying and compriſed with- 
in the ſaid Pariſh of Qennington aforeſaid (ſave and except as atorelaid). 


P2ovided always, and it is beleby Enacted, That the Glebe 
belonging to the faid Rector, and the Rent hereby limited to him in lieu 
of his Tythes, both great and ſmall, ſhalt not be aſſeſſed, after the Pafſi 
of this Act, at any higher Rate, or contribute more to the Land- Tax an 
Pariſh- Payments, than hath been paid, before the paſſing this Act, for the 
Glebe and Tythes of the ſaid Rector or Rectory. | | 


And it is hereby further Enacted, by the Authority aſccefaid, That 
the ſaid annual Sum, Rent, or Payment, of Eighty Pounds, during the 
Time aforeſaid, and of Ninety Pounds, hereby limited to and veſted 
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in the ſaid Rector of Quennington, and his Succeſſors, as aforeſaid, is 
ſo limited to and veſted in him, in Lieu and as an Equivalent and 
Compenſation for all and all manner of Tythes, both Great and Small, 
coming, growing, ariſing, or renewing, or belonging to, or that can or 
may, or could or might, be claimed by the ſaid Rector, or his Succeſ- 
ſors, in, over, upon, or out of, all or any of the Lands, Tenements, Heie- 
ditaments, Grounds, Fields, Cloſes, and Commons, within the Pariſh of 
Luennington aforeſaid, as well thoſe already incloſed, as thoſe intended and 
directed to be divided, and to be incloſed, by virtue of this Act, as 
aforeſaid, or any Part thereof, reſpectively: And that, from and after the 
ſaid Commiſſioners ſhall have completed the Partitions and Allotments of 
the ſaid Common Fields and commonable Places hereby directed to be 
made, as aforeſaid, all and all manner of Tythes, both Great and Small, 
ariſing or renewing, or becoming due and payable to the ſaid Rector of 
Quenning ton aforeſaid, out of, or in reſpect of, any Lands, Grounds, Tene- 
ments, Hereditaments, Common Fields, and commonable Places, in the 
Pariſh of Quennington aforeſaid, as well the antient Incloſures as the neu- 
intended Incloſures, ſhall ceaſe and be extinguiſhed ; and all and every 
the Owners and Proprietors of Lands' and Grounds within the Pariſh of 
Quennington aforeſaid, and their reſpective Heirs, Succeſſors, Exccutors, 
and Adminiſtrators, ſhall from thenceforth for ever hold and enjoy their 
ſeyeral-and reſpective Lands and Grounds, Tenements and Hereditaments,

And ſor the due and regular Payment of the ſaid yearly Sum of Eighty 
Pounds, A the time aforeſaid; and Ninet — — Þ, to the ſaid. Rector, 
and his Succeſlors, for the Time being; It is hereby further Enacted 
and Declared, That, in caſe any Part of the faid yearly Rents of Eighty 
Pounds, or Ninety Pounds, as aforeſaid, to be paid and contributed, purſuant 
to this Act, by the ſaid Freeholders and Land-Owners, towards making 
up and conſtituting the ſaid Sums, or annual Payments, to the ſaid Rector 
for the Time being, as aforeſaid, or any Part thereof reſpectively, ſhall be 
behind or unpaid, by the Spaee of Twenty-one Days after any of the faid 
Feaſts or Days herein before appointed for the Payment thereof reſpectively ;

that during ſuch Poſſeſſion ſhall grow due, and all Coſts andCharges attend- 
ing ſuch Entry and Perception of the Rents and Profits aforeſaid, and all Da- 
mages ſuſtained or incurred by reaſon of the Non-payment thereof, ſhall be 
fully ſatisfied and paid. FR 
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And it is hereby further Enacted and Declared, That, io caſe 
the ſaid yearly Rent of Eighty Pounds, or Ninety Pounds, or any Part 
of either of them, to be paid and contributed, purſuant to this Act, by the 
faid Freeholders and Land-Owners, towards making up and conſtituting 
the ſaid Sum, or annual Payment, to the ſaid Rector for the Time being, 
u aforeſaid, ' reſpectively, ſhall be behind, or unpaid, by the Space of Forty 
Days, after any of the ſaid Feaſts or Days herein before-appointed for the 
Pyment thereof; then, and in ſuch Caſe, from time to time, as often 
„ it ſhall ſo happen, it ſhall. and may be lawful to and for the ſaid Rec- 
tor, and his Succeſſors, for the Time being, into and upon ſuch ſpecifick 
and particular Part and Parts of the Premiſes ſo charged with ſuch Share 
or Proportion of the ſaid annual Rent, or yearly Sum, of Eighty Pounds, 
or Ninety Pounds, which ſhall be ſo behind, and unpaid, or into any Part 
thereof, to enter, and diſtrain, and the Diſtreſs and Diſtreſſes, then and 
there found, to take, carry away, and impound, or otherwiſe diſpoſe of, 
according to Law: And in caſe the ſame be not redeemed in Five Days, 
by Payments of ſuch Parts of Rent ſo in Arrear, and unpaid, then to fell 
ſuch Diſtreſs ſo taken ; and, out of the Money ariſing by ſuch Sale, to re- 
tain all the Arrears of the ſaid Rent or Sum, or of ſuch of the ſaid Parts and 
Proportions of the ſaid annual Rent, or yearly Sum, which ſhall be then 
due, and the Charges of the ſaid Diſtreſs, rendering the Overplus to the 
Owner of the Diſtreſs ſo taken. 


Pꝛovided always, That nothing in this Act contained ſhall prejudice,” 
leſſen, or defeat, the Right, Title, or Intereſt, of him the ſaid Humphry 
Mackworth Praed, and his Heirs, of, in, and to, the Seigniory and Royal- 
ties incident and belonging to the ſaid Manor of Quennington; but that the 
fad Hampbry Mackworth Praed, and all and every Perſon and Perſons 
claiming under him, as Lord of the faid Manor, for the Time being, ſhall 
and may, from time to time, and at all Times hereafter, hold and enjoy all 
Rent, Services, Courts, Perquiſites and Profits of Courts, and all other Royal- 
ties to the ſaid Manor, or to the Lord or Lords thereof, incident, appendant, 
belonging, or appertaining, in as full, ample, and beneficial Manner, to all 
Intents and Purpoſes as he or they could or might have held or enjoyed the 
fame before the paſſing this AR, or in caſe the ſame had never been made. 


Saving to the KING's moſt Excellent Ma EST, his Heirs and 
Succeſſors, and to all and every Perſon and Perſons, Bodies Politick and 
Corporate, his, her, and their Heirs, Succeſſors, and Adminiftrators

Hantblet, and all and every other Perſon and Perſons intitled to any Lands, 
Grounds, Tythes, or Common-Right, ariſing or renewing within the Pariſh 
of Quennington aforeſaid, his, her, and their Heirs, Succeſſors, and Admi- 
niſtrators, reſpectively), All ſuch Eſtate, Right, Title, and Intereſt, as 
they, every or any of them, had and enjoyed of, in, to, or out of, the ſaid 
Lands and Grounds ſo intended to be incloſed, before the paſſing this Act, or 
could or might hayc had and enjoyed, in caſe the ame had not been made.
